FOREWORD. 

In  preparing  tliis  Second  Annual  Medical  Report  of  the 
Glasgow  Maternity  and  Women’s  Hospital,  the  same  scheme 
has  been  followed  as  in  the  previous  year.  So  far  as  possible 
the  data  have  been  arranged  in  accordance  with  the  standard 
scheme  suggested  by  the  Committee  appointed  by  the  Royal 
Society  of  Medicine  for  the  unification  of  the  clinical  reports 
of  maternity  hospitals.  The  method  of  recording  the  cases 
in  the  journals  has  necessitated  slight  modifications  of  this 
plan,  and  has  involved  the  omission  of  certain  details. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  the  reader  who  is  not  personally 
acquainted  with  the  work  of  the  hospital  to  mention  some 
of  the  facts  regarding  the  accommodation  for  patients  and 
the  mode  of  admission  before  discussing  the  clinical  records 
of  the  year’s  work. 

The  Glasgow  Royal  Maternity  and  Women’s  Hospital  at 
present  contains  114  beds,  of  which  25  are  reserved  entirely 
for  the  Ante-natal  Department.  There  is  practically  always 
a  considerable  number  of  extra  beds  in  use,  so  that  the  average 
number  of  patients  in  residence  is  well  in  excess  of  the  normal 
(during  the  year  192T  the  average  number  of  patients  per 
day  was  129).  By  arrangement  with  the  Glasgow  Parish 
Council,  a  number  of  additional  extra  beds  have  been  made 
use  of  in  Stobliill  Hospital.  This  co-operation  with  the  Parish 
Council  has  enabled  the  Maternity  Hospital  to  continue  its 
policy  of  not  refusing  treatment  to  any  woman  in  labour, 
without  increasing  the  overcrowding  of  the  wards  which  has 
been  causing  the  Directors  so  much  concern  of  recent  years. 

The  Ante-natal  Department,  which  is  an  increasingly 
important  part  of  the  hospital,  carries  on  its  work  in  co¬ 
operation  with  the  Ante-natal  Dispensary  (on  the  premises) 
from  which  many  cases  are  admitted  either  to  the  Ante-natal 
Wards  or  to  the  Obstetrical  Department.  With  this  Ante- 
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natal  Dispensary  are  combined  a  Post-natal  Dispensary  and 
an  Infant  Consultation  (Child  Welfare)  Centre,  at  all  of  which 
the  total  attendances  during  the  year  1927  numbered  16,593. 

In  addition  to  the  indoor  cases  and  dispensary  cases 
referred  to  above,  the  hospital  carries  on  a  large  amount  of 
obstetrical  work  in  “  the  district,”  i.e.,  in  the  patients’  own 
homes,  and  from  this  source  a  certain  number  of  emergency 
cases  are  admitted  to  the  wards.  Many  patients  are  sent  to 
the  hospital  as  emergency  cases  by  medical  practitioners  and 
midwives,  and  even  by  other  institutions.  These  cases  may 
be  admitted  to  either  the  Ante-natal  or  the  Obstetrical  Depart¬ 
ment  according  to  their  nature,  and  the  existence  of  this  large 
group  is  to  be  borne  in  mind  when  comparing  the  incidence 
of  the  more  serious  complications  of  labour  and  the  mortality 
and  morbidity  rates  with  those  of  institutions  where  there  is 
not  this  measure  of  selection  of  cases.  Lastly,  there  is  a 
group  of  cases  where  the  patient  has  simply  come  up  to  the 
hospital  to  apply  for  admission  after  the  onset  of  labour  with¬ 
out  having  been  seen  by  a  doctor  or  midwife.  Though  less 
numerous  than  in  the  past,  these  cases  still  amount  to  over 
seven  hundred  per  annum. 

From  the  above  remarks  it  will  be  evident  that  the  simple 
division  of  cases  into  “  Booked  Cases  ”  and  “  Emergencies  ” 
suggested  by  the  Committee  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Medicine 
is  not  easy  to  apply  to  this  hospital.  The  scheme  has,  there¬ 
fore,  been  modified  to  a  slight  extent,  and  the  indoor  cases 
have  been  divided  into  three  categories  for  the  purposes  of 
this  Report,  viz.: — Category  A — cases  which  were  under 
ante-natal  supervision  ;  category  B — emergency  cases ;  category 
C — cases,  other  than  emergency  cases,  which  were  not  under 
ante-natal  supervision.  These  categories  are  referred  to  in 
more  detail  in  the  paragraphs  which  follow. 

Number  and  Classification  of  Patients. 

During  the  year  1927  the  number  of  patients  treated  by 
the  hospital  was  7770.  This  number  does  not  include  patients 
attending  the  Ante-natal  and  Post-natal  Dispensaries,  at 
which  there  were  16,593  attendances  during  the  year. 

Of  the  total  of  7770  patients,  3902  were  admitted  to  the 
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hospital,  330  were  sent  to  the  beds  reserved  for  the  hospital 
at  Stobhill  Hospital,  and  3538  were  treated  in  their  own  homes 
in  the  district.  The  patients  treated  in  the  wards  of  the 
hospital  thus  numbered  3902,  and  it  is  with  these  patients 
that  this  Report  deals.  Of  this  number,  2346  (  =  60.1  per 
cent.)  were  abnormal  cases.  Reference  is  made  to  the  Stobhill 
cases  and  to  the  district  cases  in  an  Appendix. 

Cases  admitted  to  the  wards  may  be  divided  into  three 
categories  in  the  first  instance — (A)  Patients  who  were  under 
ante-natal  supervision  for  a  sufficient  length  of  time  to  allow 
of  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  any  abnormality  that  might 
be  present ;  (B)  patients  sent  in  as  emergency  cases  by  outside 
doctors  or  midwives,  or  by  doctors,  nurses,  or  students  work¬ 
ing  in  the  Outdoor  Department;  (C)  patients  who  had  not 
been  under  ante-natal  supervision,  other  than  those  falling 
into  category  B.  These  were,  for  the  most  part,  women  who 
applied  for  admission  at  the  onset  of  labour  without  having 
been  seen  by  a  doctor  or  midwife.  The  number  of  cases  in

From  these  figures  it  is  seen  that  of  the  total  of  3902 
patients  treated  in  the  wards  of  the  hospital,  1616  (or  41.4 
per  cent.)  had  been  under  ante-natal  supervision  of  some  kind, 
1521  (or  39  per  cent.)  were  sent  in  as  emergency  cases,  and 
765  (or  19.6  per  cent.)  were  admitted  without  having  been 
under  previous  supervision. 

The  total  number  of  cases  treated  in  the  wards  of  the 
Ante-natal  Department  was  1045  (or  26.8  per  cent,  of  all  the 
indoor  cases).  The  apparent  discrepancy  between  this  figure 
and  the  total  number  of  cases  which  had  been  under  ante¬ 
natal  supervision  is  due  mainly  to  the  direct  admission  of 
patients  from  the  Outdoor  (Ante-natal)  Dispensary  to  the 
Obstetrical  Department.

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Toxaemia  of  Pregnancy. 

During  the  year  1927  there  were  360  cases  of  toxsemia 
of  pregnancy  of  which  records  are  available.  Owing  to  lack 
of  uniformity  in  the  nomenclature  employed  by  different 
members  of  the  staff,  it  has  been  necessary  to  confine  the 
subdivision  of  these  cases  to  three  categories,  viz.: — (1) 
Albuminuria,  pre-eclamptic  toxaemia  and  nephritic  toxsemia; 
(2)  eclampsia ;  (3)  hyperemesis  (including  late  persistent 
vomiting).  Cases  of  transient  albuminuria  during  labour  or 
immediately  following  it  have  been  excluded.  Dividing  the 
cases  in  this  way,  there  were  214  cases  of  the  first  class 
(albuminuria,  pre-eclamptic  toxsemia,  and  nephritic  toxsemia), 
86  of  the  second  class  (eclampsia),  and  60  of  the  third  class 
(hyperemesis  and  late  persistent  vomiting). 

Amongst  the  1616  cases  which  had  been  under  ante-natal 
supervision  there  were  154  toxsemic  cases  (121  in  class  1, 
10  in  class  2,  and  23  in  class  3).  There  were  thus  7.4  per 
cent,  of  the  cases  in  category  A  which  were  toxsemic  (class  1) 
and  0.61  per  cent,  which  were  eclamptic  (class  2). 

Of  the  1521  cases  which  were  sent  in  as  emergencies  there 
were  194  which  were  toxsemic  (87  in  class  1,  70  in  class  2, 
and  37  in  class  3).  There  were  thus  5.7  per  cent,  of  the  cases 
in  category  B  which  were  toxsemic  (class  1)  and  4.6  per  cent, 
which  were  eclamptic  (class  2). 

Of  the  765  cases  which  were  admitted  without  previous 
supervision  there  were  12  which  were  toxsemic  (6  in  class  1, 
6  in  class  2,  and  none  in  class  3).  There  were  thus  0.78  per 
cent,  of  the  cases  in  category  C  which  were  toxsemic  (class  1) 
and  0.78  per  cent,  which  were  eclamptic  (class  2). 

There  were  32  maternal  deaths  out  of  the  total  358  toxsemic 
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cases.  Tlie  incidence  in  the  various  groups  is  shown  in  the 
following  table  :  —

Heart  Disease. 

Seventy-two  cases  of  heart  disease  were  admitted  during  the 
year  1927.  Of  these  45  were  under  ante-natal  supervision,  25 
were  sent  in  as  emergencies,  and  2  applied  for  admission  without 
having  been  under  previous  supervision.  There  were  6  maternal 
deaths,  of  which  4  were  emergency  cases  (category  B)  and  2 
were  cases  which  had  been  under  supervision  (category  A). 
In  addition  there  were  2  deaths  in  cases  of  heart  disease  which 
had  been  admitted  during  the  previous  year — see  page  88.

Of  these  90  were  in  cases  in  category  A, 
254  in  cases  in  category  B,  and  46  in  cases  in  category  C. 
Since  the  total  number  of  viable  children  born  was  2712,  this 
gives  an  incidence  of  stillbirth  of  14.4  per  cent. 

In  the  Outdoor  Department  the  total  number  of  stillbirths 
was  56,  giving  an  incidence  rate  of  1.6  per  cent. 

2.  Neonatal  Deaths. 

The  total  number  of  neonatal  deaths  was  156.  Of  these  61 
were  in  cases  in  category  A,  64  in  cases  in  category  B,  and  31 
in  cases  in  category  C.  The  number  of  viable  children  born 
being  2712,  this  gives  an  incidence  of  neonatal  death  of  5.7 
per  cent.  In  the  three  categories  A,  B,  and  C  the  incidence 
rates  were  4.8,  7.6,  and  4.9  per  cent,  respectively.  60  of 
the  neonatal  deaths  occurred  during  the  first  day  (  =  38.5  per 
cent,  of  all  neonatal  deaths).  If  these  cases  are  deducted 
from  the  total  there  remain  96  cases,  giving  a  neonatal  death- 
rate  of  3.1  per  cent. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

According  to  the  pyrexia  standard  of  the  British  Medical 
Association1  there  were  331  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  during 
the  year.  This  gives  a  pyrexia  rate  of  8.48  per  cent.  The 
distribution  of  the  cases  in  the  various  categories  is  shown  in 
the  following  table.  While  all  these  cases  are  to  be  regarded  as 
pyrexial  when  judged  by  the  standard  referred  to,  only  a  com¬ 
paratively  small  proportion  of  them  had  puerperal  sepsis  in  the 
ordinary  clinical  sense.  The  remainder  had  either  a  transient 
disturbance  of  temperature  which  brought  them  within  the 
limits  of  the  standard,  or  were  suffering  from  some  intercurrent 
disease  such  as  bronchitis  or  pyelitis.  The  number  of  cases 

J  The  B.M.  A.  standard  defines  puerperal  pyrexia  as  the  occurrence  of  two 
temperature  records  of  100  deg.  F.  or  over  at  any  time  between  the  end  of  the 
first  and  the  end  of  the  eighth  day  of  the  puerperium. 
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notified  as  puerperal  sepsis  was  9  indoor  and  22  outdoor,  and 
there  were  in  addition  5  cases  of  septic  abortion,  4  indoor  and  1 
outdoor.

The  figures  given  in  the  above  table  show  the  number  of  cases  in  each 
category  and  the  total  number  of  cases  in  which  puerperal  pyrexia  was  recorded. 
The  percentage  incidence  of  puerperal  pyrexia  has  been  calculated  in  two  ways 
(a)  the  percentage  of  all  cases  admitted,  and  ( b )  the  percentage  of  cases  delivered 
in  hospital  and  fully  recorded  which  showed  puerperal  pyrexia.  In  the  previous 
year’s  report  only  the  first  basis  of  calculation  was  used,  but  an  addendum 
has  been  added  (p.  94)  so  as  to  bring  these  figures  into  line  for  comparison  with 
those  in  1927. 


Abortions. 

There  were  557  cases  of  abortion,  threatened  abortion,  or 
missed  abortion  during  the  year.  Of  these,  110  were  in  group  A, 
354  were  in  group  B,  and  93  in  group  C.  92  of  the  patients 
were  primigravidse,  and  the  remaining  465  were  multiparse. 


Mole. 

There  were  10  cases  of  hydatidiform  mole  in  the  hospital. 
It  is  to  be  noted  that  a  case  of  partial  hydatidiform  degeneration 
of  placenta  occurred  in  the  district. 


APPENDIX. 

Stobhill  Cases. 


During  the  year  330  cases  were  transferred  on  admission  to 
the  beds  reserved  for  the  Maternity  Hospital  at  Stobhill  Hospital. 
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Of  this  total  317  were  delivered.  The  number  of  children  born 
was  317,  of  which  315  were  live  births  and  2  were  still -births. 
There  was  one  maternal  death.  The  maternal  death  rate  was 
thus  0.30,  and  the  incidence  of  still-birth  0.63  per  cent.  298  were 
recorded  as  normal,  and  32  (=  10.7  per  cent.)  as  abnormal. 


District  Cases. 

During  the  year  3538  cases  were  attended  in  their  own 
homes  in  the  district.  3402  were  delivered,  and  136  aborted  or 
were  undelivered.  The  number  of  live-born  children  was  3346, 
and  there  were  56  still-births.  There  were  three  maternal 
deaths,  and  the  incidence  of  still-birth  was  1.6  per  cent.  2852 
of  the  cases  were  recorded  as  normal,  and  686  (  =  19.4  per  cent.) 
as  abnormal. 

The  number  of  visits  paid  to  patients  in  the  Outdoor  (Dis¬ 
trict)  Department  was  39,583  (an  average  of  3299  visits  per 
month) .
